With 
them, Craig & Robert brought a friend: the 
leading lady’s “head”. “It’s a latex mold, stuff- 
ed with foam rubber,” explained Burns, “and 
the glass eyeballs light up. Isn't she cute? In 
the story, Jackie Vernon keeps the Kentucky- 
fried head around the house, possibly as a 
reminder not to overeat. 

Coincidentally, the director of MICROWAVE 
MASSACRE, Wayne Berwick, is the son of Irv 
Berwick, whose first film, MONSTER FROM 
PIEDRAS BLANCAS, was previewed in one of 
the very first issues of FAMOUS MONSTERS 
nearly 20 years ago. Berwick says, “AU of 
us— me, Craig, Robert & Tom— are tans of hor- 
ror movies, especially the Roger Corman/AIP 
pictures of the late 50s & early 60s. In MICRO- 
WAVE MASSACRE we've tried to capture 
some of the black comedy of films like LITTLE 
SHOP OF HORRORS & BUCKET OF BLOOD. 
Our star, Jackie Vernon, helped a lot with his ad- 
libs. His sense of humor is way out in left field, 
just the kind of craziness we needed.”

1 RICHARD KELTON, the television actor 
who appeared in the role of Ficus, the 
vegeton, on NBC's 1977 TV series Quwk, 
died of a heart attack during the filming of 
the new NBC-TV series Centennial on 27 No- 
vember 1978. 

Kelton co-starred with Richard Benjamin in the short-lived science fiction/satire 
series. Benjamin played Capt. Adam Quark, commander of the United Galaxy Sanitation 
Patrol, whose mission was to collect space garbage. Also featured as part of the crev 
were Tim Thomerson as Gene/Jean, a transmute who alternated from a male to a 
female personality, Tricia & Cyfa Barnstable as Betty 1 £f Betty 2, identical twins pro- 
duced by cloning, and Andy the Robot, an inept mechanical man. At the home base 
were Conrad Janis as Palindrome, superintendent of Space Station Perma One, and 
Alan Caillou as The Head, a disembodied dome who was in charge of operations. 

Kelton's character. Reus, was an unemotional Spock-like being composed of 
vegetable matter who was second in command. Many of the episodes 
bore a marked resemblance to some of the science fiction's finest 
moments as 2001, STAR WARS ft numerous Star Trek episodes 
served as a basis for Quark's amusing parodies. 
Richard Kelton was a young man whose career was in its 
early stages and his sudden death has deprived television 
Q films of an excellent actor.

KERVILLES and as Prof. Quatermass in BBC-TV's Quater- 
mass b the Pit. died in late November in London at the age 

of 69. 

Morell became a familiar face in many British horror films begin- 
ning in the early 1950's when he portrayed Prof. Bernard Quater- 
mass in the BBC-TV production of the third in the immensely 
popular (hiatermass series. The story dealt with the discovery of a 
Martian cylinder beneath the streets of London and the startling 
secret it revealed concerning the human race. Hammer Films later 
made a feature version starring Andrew Keir in the Quatermass role. 
It was released in 1965 as 5 MILLION YEARS TO EARTH. 

In 1959 Morell co-starred with Peter Cushing &- Christopher Lee 
in THE HOUND OF THE BASKERVILLES, directed by Terence 
Fisher. Morell was Dr. Watson to Cushing's Sherlock Hdmes. Lee 
appeared in the role of Sir Henry Baskerville. A fine film much 
enhanced by Morell's performance. 

In the same year Morell was featured in THE GIANT 
BEHEMOTH as James Beckford, who with Gene Evans & 

Leigh Madison attempted to prevent the destruction of 
the British Isles by a prehistoric beast. 

Morell returned to Hammer in 1961 for SHADOW 
OF THE CAT as a member of the ill-fated Venable clan 
who were cursed by the spirit of a murdered 
relative inhabiting the body of a fiendish feline. The 
film also starred Barbara Shelley 0 Freda Jackson, 

2 ladies with many horror films to their credit. 

Morell was also featured in THE PLAGUE OF 
THE ZOMBIES (1965) as Sir James Forbes and in 
both SHE (1965) and its sequel VENGEANCE OF 
SHE (1967). In SHE he was reunited with Lee Ft 
Cushing in the role of Haumeid. Ursula Andress 
played the title role of a goddess with the gift of 
immortality. In the sequel Morell as Kassim co- 
starred with Edward Judd 0 Olinka Berova. 

In 1967 Morell had his final role in a Hammer 
horror film. In THE MUMMY'S SHROUD he was 
Sir Basil Walden, an archaeologist who unearthed 
the tomb of an Egyptian pharaoh in the 1920s. 

Alos unearthed in the excavation was Prem, 
the living mummy, played by Eddie Powell, 
who after resurrection crushed Morell 
to death. After taking vengeance on other 
members of the cast, Prem was rebjrned to 
the grave for good by an incantation. 

Andre Morell's screen credits also included 7 
DAYS TO NOON (1950), BRIDGE ON THE RIVER 
KWAI (1957),, BEN HUR (1959) b MYSTERIOUS 
ISLAND (1961).

Many 
years ago the Thin Monster ap- 
peared as the Thirsty Count in 
HOUSE OF DRACULA wearing 
the very same outfit! And, like 
the ageless Vampire King of liter- 
ary legend, Carradine still retains 
the look of immortal youth. He's 
hardly changed a bite, Er— bit. 

NOCTURNA brings back to 
the shiver screen an actress fa- 
mous for her role in the terrorvi- 
sion series The Munsters, TV’s 
First Family of the 1960s. She 
was Lily Munster, comely wife of 
the bungling but lovable Herman 
Munster. 

You remember right: she’s 
Yvonne De Carlo. 

Only this time she’s not Dracu- 
la's Daughter, she’s Dracula’s 
Slaymate. 

Correction: Lady Fiend. 

Star of the dracudrama is New 
York actress Nai Bonet. 

Her name rhymes with My 
Bone A. 

nai bonet flies over the 
oh^hun 

Nai is a female vampire who is 
trying to kick something worse 
than the nicotine habit: blood- 
mania. Since there are no Vam- 
pires Anonymous in Transyl- 
vania, she has to fly to New York 
(by Night Flight, of course— and 
coach) to seek true happiness. 

The Big Apple isn’t aware of 
what's in store: 

That something’s rotten in its 
core! 

NOCTURNA is a disco film 
that takes us a step further on the 
road to discovery of everything 
we ever wanted to know about 
vampirism, a step further even 
that THE FEARLESS VAM- 
PIRE KILLERS. The latter 
movie featured a dance scene in 
the castle ballroom of the evil 
undead set to waltz music. 

None of that for Nocturnal 

Drac’s granddaughter gets 
hooked on the rhythm & beat of 
discomania and finds that Satyr 
Day Nite dancing is the only way 
to fly. 

In a sense, this pic is Gotham’s 
revenge for THE ROCKY HOR-

The “T", 
shaped like a cross, proves to be 
an effective deterrent! 

Grandpa takes wing and flies 
nonstop back to Transylvania 
with Jugulia in hot pursuit. 

What happens to Nocturna & 
her lover is part of the surprise 
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ending to this musical-comedy- 
horror film and we won’t reveal it 
here. You can be sure this is one 
Dracula different from all the 
rest. With one exception: As 
usual there’s no rest for the wick- 
ed, no rest for Dracula!

CBS may become known as 
Count Blood Sucker if its vampir- 
icomedy gets off the (under) 
ground. Series would be called 
The Reluctant Vampire. 

KEN RUSSELL'S DRACULA 
was set to start shooting in 
March with Michael Nolin pro- 
ducing for Meta-Films. Says 
Nolin, “The Bram Stoker novel 
never really has been done on 
film. The ending is an incredible 
chase across Europe, a real ac- 
tion-adventure ending. Of course, 
Ken Russell is an original

MARTIN, which was given a

BRAZIL, Lord Laurence Olivier, 
who has been called the world’s 
greatest living actor, pits his anti- 
supernatural powers against 
37-year-old Frank Langella, who 
so magnificently revived the tired 
blood of DRACULA on the 
Broadway stage.Your Editor sat 
next to Tony (7 FACES OF DR. 
LAO) Randall the night the New 
York attendees surged to their 
feet to applaud Langella’s fabu- 
lous performance.

prevue of nosferatu 

FM is extremely fortunate in 
that. Michael A. Aquino, who 
wrote the fabulous “parallel 
world” sequel to STAR WARS, 
“The Secret of the Sith”, that we 
printed in our 148th issue;— this 
same Michael Aquino caught a 
sneak preview of NOSFERATU 
in a town over 100 miles away 
from Hollywood and has written 
it up for FM exclusively: 

NOSFERATU THE VAM- 
PYRE is quite possibly the most 
frightening film ever made. 

Like any other veteran Famous 
Monsters fan, I have seen just 
about every vampire flick released 
in the U.S. in theaters or over 
television. And also like any other 
FM fan, I have admired Lugosi’s 
& Lee’s portrayals (in particular) 
of Count Dracula for the qualities 
of aristocracy, dignity & heroism 
that they brought to the charac- 
ter. 'The brutality & the blood- 
sucking are quite beside the 

E oint. People aren’t Dracula fans 
ecause they’re either cruel or 
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necrophiliac but rather be- 
cause— if they will stop to think 
about it— they delight in seeing 
Superman portrayed without 
Christopher Reeve’s naive altru- 
ism & idealism. 

To date there have been at least 
4 notable exceptions to the anti- 
heroic vai^ire film: the original 
1922 NOSFERATU, Tod Brown- 
ing's LONDON AFTER MID- 
NIGHT (1927), Paul Landres’ 
THE VAMPIRE (1957) & John 
Moxey’s original television film 
THE NIGHT STALKER (1972). 
Max Schreck, Lon Chaney, John 
Beal & Barry Atwater had no re- 
deeming romantic value at all; 
they were vicious, alien creatures, 
and audiences sighed in relief 
when they were exterminated. 

Of those 4 vampires, Max 
Schreck’s Count Orlock is prob- 
ably the one you’d least like to en- 
counter in a dark alley. He comes 
closest to the dictionary defini- 
tion of a vampire as a “night- 
walking, blood-sucking ghost’’. 
He is so thin that he looks like a 
skeleton animated by Ray Harry- 
hausen, his eyes bulge like Erik’s, 
his front teeth are fangs that 
would do credit to a diamondback 
rattlesnake and his fingernails are 
elongated into what can only be 
called talons. He moves in jerky, 
spider-like bursts that are partly 
the results of Freidrich Wilhelm 
Murnau’s direction and partly the 
consequence of the slower operat- 
ing speed of modern film projec- 
tors. The effect is partially some- 
what unnerving but also, unfor- 
tunately, somewhat comic. 

If you managed to catch the 
1970 film JONATHAN, you’ll 
know that German Expression- 
ism is alive & well & still surfac- 
ing from time to time. JONA- 
THAN is a savage parody of vam- 
pire traditions; for this reason, 
perhaps, it is rarely shown in U.S. 
theaters. NOSFERATU THE 
VAMPYRE is equally Expres- 
sionistic but makes no contro- 
vwsial political or theological 
statements. Hence its dis- 
tribution should be more wide- 
spread. 

NOSFERATU THE VAM- 
PYRE begins with the title se- 
quence shown against a panora- 
ma of hideously-contorted mum- 
mies of the type that can still be 
seen in upright-burial chambers 
in Italy & Mexico. It is perhaps 
the most tasteless episode in the 
film because the corpses are ob- 
viously being exploited for their 
repulsiveness; one feels sorry for

the once-human beings whose 
mortal remains are thus degrad- 
ed. I hope that enough preview 
audiences will share my views so 
that 20th Century-Fox will finally 
release the film with another title 
sequence— perhaps one consisting 
completely of the beautiful, slow- 
motion flying bat that appears at 
the conclusion of the present title 
sequence and at subsequent inter- 
vals thruout the film. 

The original NOSFERATU 
was situated in Bremen. This re- 
make, due perhaps to its com- 
bined French-German origins, is 
set in Holland. Like the original, 
it is a loose adaptation of Bram 
Stoker’s novel. Jonathan Marker 
proceeds to Transylvania with 
papers for Count Dracula and is 
warned away from the Borgo 
Pass by an innkeeper & a group of 
Gypsies (speaking, realistically, 
in native dialect). Marker pro- 
ceeds up the pass on foot, to the 
accompaniment of breathtaking 
vistas of Carpathian crags and 
the music of Richard Wagner. 
One almost expects him to come 
upon Brunehilde atop a fire- 
ringed mountain but instead he is 
met by a hearse (not driven by the 
count) and taken to the ruins of 
Castle Dracula. 

Marker’s initial encounter with 
Dracula is probably the most 


spine-chilling episode ever filmed, 
overtaking— dare I say it— the un- 
masking of the original Phantom 
of the Opera. Klaus Kinski’s Dra- 
cula is modeled after Max 
Schreck’s but he has succeeded in 
accenting all of Schreck’s fear- 
some features while at the same 
time avoiding Schreck's quality 
of seeming too fantastic to be 
real. The creature who opens the 
door to Jonathan Marker is abso- 
lutely petrifying: in fact the only 
odd note— which evoked a some- 
what strained laughter from the 
preview audience— was that 
Marker seemed to lose little if any 
of his composure upon seeing his 
ghostly host. 

Kinski’s Dracula is no Langella/ 
Jourdan/Brett ladykiller. He is an 
animated corpse for whom exis- 
tence is an endless, listless agony. 
Blood for him seems to be what 
heroin is for an addict; he craves 
it in unreasoning, obsessive fits 
rather than as a connoisseur par- 
taking of a vintage wine. He is on- 
ly marginally interested in the 
contracts Marker has brought for 
him, his attention being aroused 
only when he sees a picture of 
Marker’s wife Lucy (!). She has, he 
comments, a beautiful neck. 

The ominous, serene, death- 
filled voyage of the Demeter con- 
trasts markedly with Marker’s 


fever-crazed efforts to return 
home to save his wife from Dracu- 
la. But when the Demeter glides 
gently down a Dutch canal to 
dock silently by the hand of its 
dead captain, the town is soon in- 
fested with both a wave of vam- 
pirism & an epidemic of pla^e 
caused by the rats accompanying 
Dracula. A grim pantomime of 
medieval plague measures en- 
sues, with solemn parades of 
black-coated pall-bearers winding 
across the town square. Fatalistic 
townspeople dine & dance in the 
marketplace while hordes of rats 
swarm over their feet and then on- 
to the tables. Lucy Marker, run- 
ning wildly thru this C ARN IV AL 
OF SOULS-like setting, is unable 
to convince anyone that she 
knows the real cause of the epi- 
demic. 

Lucy’s first encounter with 
Dracula is initially as terrifying 
as her husband’s. Combing her 
hair in the mirror, she is disturbed 
to see a shadow approaching her 
from the rear— but not the reflec- 
tion of Dracula himself. When she 
turns around to confront the vam- 
pyre, one expects her to one-up 
Mary Philbin or Fay Wray— but, 
as surprisingly as her husband, 
she seems only slightly disturbed 
by her visitor’s appearance. “You 
must be Count Dracula," she re- 
marks matter-of-factly. She re- 
fuses him access to her neck with 
pristine virtue and dismisses the 
crestfallen fiend with a curt 
‘Ciood night!’’, whereupon he 
slinks off dejectedly. Lucy’s self- 
composure is presumably a delib- 
erate touch but it is so unbeliev- 
able as to, be comic— as is the case 
with Marker’s arrival at Castle 
Dracula. 

There are other moments of this 
curious comedy thruout the film. 
When the fawning Renfield seizes 
the hem of Dracula’s garment in 
devotion, Kinski waves him away 
with a shudder of disgust and 
revulsion that is, under the cir- 
cumstances, amusingly ironic. 

True to the formula of the orig- 
inal NOSFERATU, Lucy deter- 
mines to destroy Dracula by pre- 
occupying him with her charms 
until cock-crow. The love-starved 
vampyre helps himself to her

She is less than pleased. She hisses at him and 
backs off. Pretorious & Frankenstein guide the 
weak-legged bride along. Karloff attempts to 
gain her confidence once again. Sitting side by 
side, he gently takes her hand and strokes it. 
She looks down, then looks up at the monster. 
Her head jerks back and she lets out a blood cur- 
dling scream! 

“She hate me!” says the monster. He begins 
to upset the laboratory, knocking over equip- 
ment & machinery. The scientists try to escape 
but Karloff has other plans. 

“Go!” he tells Dr. Frankenstein. “You stay!” 
he tells Pretorious & the bride. “We belong 
dead.” And with a tear in his eye he pulls the 
switch that blows the castle to smithereens, 
thus ending another episode in the strife & times 
of Frankenstein’s monster. 

THE CREATURE FROM 
THE BLACK LAGOON 

The Creature proved so successful it spawned 


2 sequels before retiring to the Amazon forever. 

On an expedition into the mosquito-ridden 
region of the Amazon River a group of adven- 
turers finds something they had never planned 
on: man-like crature that swims & lives under 
water, capable of super-human strength & de- 
struction and an absolute must for the modern 
world to see!

What started as a routine day aboard his 
brother’s boat turned into a nightmare beyond 
belief. Standing there observing an ominous 
cloud that quickly approaches the craft, he is 
soon enveloped in a sticky mist. The cloud pass- 
es by and nothing more is thoughtof it. . .until 6 
months later. 

Grant Williams played the lead role as Scott 
Carey. At first the change was negligible. Then 
it became worse. As he grew smaller & smaller 
he was forced to cope with new & different cir- 
cumstances that upset his normal routine. Even-

The 
unusual story of science-gone-wild in this sci-fi 
thriller of 1953. These were no ordinary house 
pests for they were as large as a house and dead- 
lier than THE DEADLY MANTIS!

THE DAY THE EARTH STOOD STILL 

The sci-fi classic of 1951. Earth is visited by 
an aUen being from another world who comes to 
us with a warning & an ultimatum. Michael Ren- 
nie as Klaatu earned a well-deserved place in the 
annals of Scientifilms as the amiable visitor 
from another planet. 

A large, silver disc lands just outside the na- 
tion’s capitol. The mihtary is rushed in and bar- 
ricades are set up. The alien craft is sitting mo- 
tionless and armed troops wait nervously by 
their tanks & guns. 

Suddenly the ship splits open. Not an ordinary 
hatch but a slit that widens up the entire side of 
the ship. Emerging from the interior of the ves-

sel is a sight humans are not accustomed to— a 
huge metallic robot of incredible proportions 
waBrs onto the ramp.

Following the android is a 
human figure dressed in casual space garb and 
wearing an odd, round helmet. He exits with 
outstretched hand, a gesture of peace. But when 
he approaches the crowd with an object with- 
drawn from his suit, a trigger-happy soldier 
opens fire on him, the buflet catching his 
shoulder. 

At that point the robot activates. Its visor 
slides up and a deadly ray strikes the soldiers’ 
guns, dissolving them! The ray strikes a tank & 
gunning equipment, melting them into oblivion. 
Klaatu utters a few words and the robot stops. 

The visitor is here with a single purpose; to 
warn humanity to stop its self -destructive ways, 
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or else! There is no choice. Planet Earth will be 
destroyed. As proof of his power, Klaatu ar- 
ranges a special “show” for the bilhons of people 
on Earth. At precisely 12 o’clock everything on 
Earth ceases to operate, with the exception of 
plans in flight & certain emergency equipment. 
All other machinery just goes dead, from cars to 
elevators! Exactly 30 minutes later, all motors 
began to run and electric power is restored. 

“Klaatu Barada Nikto”— the magic 3 words 
that stopped Gort from destroying the Earth, as 
remembered and spoken by Patricia Neal at 
film’s end. And before Klaatu left for his home 
planet, he warned us again; Live in pence! (The 
implication being; Or die in pieces!) 

PSYCHO 

The 1960 shocker from Alfred Hitchcock &

time, the greatest horror-mystery-suspense film 
of Hitch’s career and the most talked about film 
of the genre. 

Anthony Perkins portrayed the demented 
Norman Bates, owner of the Bates Motel, where 
Janet Leigh (as Marion Crane) lost her life in the 
famous shower scene. Martin Balsam, as Arbo- 
gast, also met a grisly fate at the hands of the 
psycho-killer, falling backwards down the stairs 
under the knife of the unknown assailant. Vera 
Miles, as Lila, almost met a similar fate in the 
fruit cellar of the house near the motel. In a terri- 
fying scene set up in true Hitchcock style, Vera 
enters the darkened room. 

“Mrs. Bates?” she calls. There’s an old woman 
sitting in a wheelchair. She does not respond. 
Lila touches the chair, causing it to spin around. 
In the dim light we see a rotted corpse, the long- 
dead Mrs. Bates! Lila screams, her hand strik- 
ing the overhead light. The dangling bulb waves 
back &. forth, lighting the corpse, then lighting 
the startled face of Lila who screams. . .and is ac- 
companied by the piercing shrieks of violins 
(thanks to Bernard Hermann’s music score). 
Enter Tony Perkins, dressed in woman’s 
clothes, knife in hand, about to strike again! He 
is stopped by John Gavin (Sam) just in time. 

At the climax, Perkins sits in jail. He asks for 
a blanket because he has a chill. The camera 
moves in on his face, his eyes staring directly at 
the camera. In his mind a voice says, “I hope 
that they are watching, they will see, they will 
say, ‘Why, she wouldn’t even harm a fly.’”

concept to the old EC Comics of the early 1950s. 
No happy endings, no special value, just a pure 
horror film. Produced in black & white, NIGHT 
is now in the archives of the New York Muse- 
um of Modern Art. It was, in spite of its budget, 
one of the scariest film of the 60s. 

bloch party 

You wouldn’t think that' Alfred Hitchcock 
would have to worry about making a cheap film. 
With his background & success you would 
assume he could do just about anything. That 
was not the case with PSYCHO. Based on the 
Robert Bloch novel, PSYCHO has gone on to 
become a classic. It’s got all of the Hitchcock 
elements: suspense, horror, humor, plot, good 
guys & bad guys. It’s a masterpiece of photog- 
raphy, direction, music, set decoration & acting. 
Yet it was filmed in black & white and with a 
very low budget. The studio was concerned 
about this particular picture. They thought it 
was too horrific for audiences of the day (1960) 
and wanted Hitch to do something else. But he 


S TAR WARS . . . CLOSE ENCOUNTERS

All were produced on a large scale, each costing 
millions of dollars to bring to life. Like JAWS &

But what of the so-called LOW BUDGET 
film. I’m not talking about movies that are so 
bad they could be called NO budget films ... I 
refer to those produced in black & white or small 
screen rather than 70mm. The ones that few peo- 
ple remember or talk about. Or do they? Many 
of these low-budget thrillers have gone on to be- 
come classics and have brought in substantial 
returns at the movie houses the world over. 

Many times these low budget films are more 
memorable than their costly relatives. There 
have been many movies made with great 
care and an enormous expenditure of mon- 
ey, with big name actors & actresses . . . 
only tobeQpme bombs at the boxoffice! No 
one is quite sure why this happens. It even 
affects the “little picture’ ’as well, the cheap, 


quickie film. But what we're talking about here 
is the low budget film that made it! 

fright by night 

NIGHT OF THE LIVING DEAD was re- 
leased over 10 years ago. At first it was dismissed 
as some sick flick, a real low-budget film that 
the critics hated! It went away for awhile, then re- 
turned for anothjr screening. Something clicked. 
NLD caught ^ and became a kind of “cult 
film’’ with people going to see it again & again. 
In New York City NIGHT has been playing 
every day for years and still the fans flock to see 
it. On TV, of course, it is quite cut up, edited for 
the toned-down effect of television viewing. It 
loses much of its shock value because of this. 
When seen in the theater it’s rated “R”, which 
restricts it to older viewers. 

NIGHT was one of the lowest-priced 
films ever made. George Romero created 
something that has grossed millions of 
dollars . . . and he saw a dream come true. 
His idea was to make a film similar in 


insisted there was something good here. His 
budget was cut & cut until there was nothing 
left to work with except a short period of time to 
do the best he could with what he had. And he 
did just that! 

Tony Perkins was excellent as the deranged 
Norman Bates. He handled his role extremely 
well. And altho the film was jam-packed with 
suspense & horror, there is one scene that still 
gives me chills today! When I first saw 
PSYCHO I was 12 years old. At the time, the 
shower scene & the old lady-in-the-fruit-cellar 
scene scared me the most. But watching it on 
TV again & again, I noticed something I never 
caught before. At the very end, the camera slow- 
ly moves in, focusing on Tony Perkins in that 
ever-popular Hitchcock style. He’s thinking to 
himself and staring straight ahead. It's that 
stare that turns your blood cold! And in a quick 
scene, lasting only a second or two, a skull is su- 
perimposed over that blank face and his sardon- 
ic grin becomes e.ven worse! 

The music for PSYCHO was created by Bern- 
ard Hermann, who was responsible for a number

of Ray Harryhausen filmscores. In all, a very 
thrilling thriller! 

gigantic guy 

THE AMAZING COLOSSAL MAN was a 
1957 Bert Gordon production. It was a typical 
black & white film yet it contained some good 
special effects & dialog. Glenn Langan was the 
Colossal Man, made that way when he got too 
close to an atomic blast. That scene, shown a 
few times in flashbacks, was one of the best in 
the picture. As he’s running across the field, he 
realizes he’s reached the point of no return. He 
can’t turn back and if he runs further he’ll be 
right under the bomb itself! Not knowing what 


to do he freezes in his tracks. A split second later 
a terrible explosion takes place. He raises his 
arms to protect his face ... the blast burns his 
clothes & scorches his body. When he drops his 
arms, he is horribly burned, his skin melted by 
the heat of the blast. The doctors are amazed 
that he’s alive at all but they feel he’s burned too 
badly to do anything. It looks hopeless. But 
then, a miracle. He recovers! His skin begins to 
heal and he gets stronger as the days go by. His 
hair, however, never grows back. A minor incon- 
venience compared to his next problem ... he 
begins to grow! 

Most of the story deals with his growth. What 
makes this an exceptional film was the dialog. 
The poor man is growing every day and he’s 
looked at like a circus freak. He’s placed in spe- 
cial housing, finally in a tent, and the doctors 
can't seem to find a cure. He complains to his 
sister about his condition but she is powerless to 
help. The agony he suffers can be felt by the 
viewer. Big or not, you could really feel sorry for 
him, just like poor Kong. 

A similar film, ATTACK OF THE 50 WO- 
MAN, made in 1968, was another of the “giant” 
pictures of the day. While not as well done as 
COLOSSAL MAN, it did have a few good 
scenes. The attack, such as it was, was at the 
end of the film when Allison Hayes went on a 
rampage in search of her husband. While this is 
no classic, it is fun to watch. 


can you fathom it? 

BEAST FROM 20,000 FATHOMS was a Ray 
Harryhausen film based on Ray Bradbury’s 
short story “The Fog Horn.” Considering the 
low budget, this film emerges a winner. There 
are some good dinosaur scenes, especially that 
quick glimpse of the creature in the frozen 
wasteland. 

In the original story it was the sound of the 
foghorn that attracts the beast. Harryhausen 
took that idea and in a night scene the beast 
comes out of the ocean and demolishes the 
lighthouse. It was extremely well done & con- 
vincing. Critics also applauded the action at the 
amusement park when the beast is trapped in 
the maze of a roller-coaster ride. 

THE DEADLY MANTIS, released in 1957, 
was still another entry in the Giant Insect genre 
of the day. For example, the Mantis attacks a 
US Base, ripping into a 2-storey building. First 
you see the giant face peering thru a window. 
Next it tears the roof from the building, trying 
to grab the people inside. Altho a low budget 
film, it is vastly superior to another film of the 
day . . . THE GIANT CLAW. The latter could 
safely be called a no budget picture.

Monsters & madmen of every description 
have populated horror pictures for many years. 
From the Edison version of FRANKENSTEIN 
(1910) to the somnambulist in CABINET OF 
DR. CALIGARI (1919), to the terrors & 
traumas of today, we are well-acquainted with 
every form of demon & creature there could be. 
At times, comedy relief is called for, and because 
of that we had great comedy teams like Laurel & 
Hardy meeting fairy tale characters (BABES 
IN TOYLAND, 1934), Dean Martin & Jer- 
ry Lewis in SCARED STIFF (1953), the Dead 
End Kids meeting all sorts of people includ- 
ing Bela Lugosi, and even the Three Stooges, 
who ran into trouble in haunted houses many 
times. 

Then there was Mel Brooks' excursion 
into mirth with monsters in his YOUNG 
FRANKENSTEIN, an updated version 
of the early Karloff classics. 

flocks of fiends 

Yet no one person or comedy team 
met as many fiends as did Abbott

& CosteUo. With a start in BUCK 
PRIVATES (1941), their first star- 
ring role, they went on to make many 
classic comedies. During the same 
year, one of their first horror-come- 
dies was released called HOLD 
THAT GHOST. Richard Carlson 
was also in the cast; he later went on 
to appear in films like IT CAME 
FROM OUTER SPACE and THE 
MAZE. HOLD THAT GHOST fea- 
tured the boys in a haunted house 
situation with very funny results. 

frank-ly farcical 

By 1948 tastes were beginning to 
change. With audiences becoming 
more sophisticated, slapstick & horror were 
beginning to slip into obUvion. New comedy 
teams were emerging such as Martin & Lewis 
and movie tastes were _s witching to science fic- 
tion films and revivals of musicms. Most people 
were tired of the old horror creatures such as 
mummies, wolfmen, vampires & such. With that 
in mind. Universal decided to combine the best 
of 2 worlds and came up with ABBOTT & 
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“Trying to put the whammy on 
me?" says Lou to Boris Karloff 
(opposite page). “You kill me! ” 


He met her at a Disco, and boy can Candy rock! (From 
THE 30 FT. BRIDE OF CANDY ROCK with Dorothy 
Provine.) 

COSTELLO MEET FRANKENSTEIN, con- 
sidered by many to be the classic picture of its 
kind. The film featured Lon Chaney as the Wolf 
Man, Bela Lugosi as Dracula and Glenn Strange 
as the Frankenstein monster. There was even a 
guest “appearance” by a young Vincent Prince 
as the Invisible Man. 

The movie had everything ... a huge, desolate 
castle on a lonely island, a mad scientist, pretty 
girls, monsters and, of course, the comic genius 
of Abbott&Costello. Thru an incredible series of 
circumstances, it was decided that Costello’s 
brain would be used for the monster. They 
almost succeeded but Lou was saved . . . after 
coming face to face (?) with the Wolf Man! 

The end of the film featured a wild chase with 
the Wolf Man, Frankenstein & Dracula, and 
some excellent special effects. At one point 
Dracula changes into a bat and escapes thru an

opened window. The Wolf Man leaps into the air, 
catches the flying bat and they both fall to their 
“deaths” on the jagged rocks below. Meanwhile, 
the Frankenstein monster is chasing Abbott & 
Costello. The boys finally reach a motor boat 
and try to take off but Lou can’t get the boat un- 
tied from the dock. The monster hurls huge 50 
gallon drums at them. The hero sets the pier on 
fire and the monster is trapped, consumed by 
flames. The boys escape in the boat, thinking 
they’re safe, when all of a sudden, the Invisible 
Man says hello! 

Idller thriller 

Seeing that they were on to something big, the 
zany comedians were featured in another film in 
1949 titled ABBOT & COSTELLO MEET THE 
KILLER. The killer was none other than Boris 
Karloff! 

In this film the boys play a couple of hotel 
detectives. It’s really a murder mystery with 
Karloff as a weird but phoney mystic who tries

to hypnotize Lou. There are some very funny 
moments during one scene where Karloff tries 
his best to get Lou under his spell but to no 
avail. Worth seeing just for that scene! 

A&C meet HG (Wells) 

ABBOT & COSTELLO MEET THE INVISI- 
BLE MAN was released in 1951 and starred Ar- 
thur Franz in the lead role. There were some 
good special effects in this one, especially when 
Lou fades away at the end of the film. Still, more 
of a mystery than a horror story. 

kidd-ing around 

In 1952 they starred with Charles (“Dr. 
Moreau”) Laughton in a pirate pic called A&C 
MEET CAPTAIN KIDD. This film seemed to 
be the one that would sink the series. It wasn’t 
up to par with the others and Laughton had 
very little to do. 

hyde-&-go-shriek 

Then came another in the series that featured 
a monster. In 1953, A&C MEET DR. JEKYLL 
& MR. HYDE was released and starred Boris 
Karloff as the evil Mr. Hyde! This was a return 
to a good script & good acting. Even the sets 
were better. The police inspector was the fun- 
niest person in the film, even tho he played a 
straight role. Of course that was hard to do 
when working with Abbott & Costello. Abbott is 


trying to find the killer; Lou knows it’s Dr. 
Jekyll but no one believes him. Nearly everyone 
has seen the monster but they can’t catch him. 
Lou is suspect again and he is taken into 
custody but the real fiend is still on the loose. 
There are some good scenes involving Lou turn- 
ing into a Hyde-type character with time-lapse 
photography. He later bites the inspector . . . 
and a few policemen as well! At the end of the 
film, because of the bites, the entire police force 
turn into Hydes and the boys flee for their 
hides! 

mars trek 

In their only sci-fi venture, made in 1953, A&C 
GO TO MARS. It was one of those modern 
mysteries with criminals on the loose and a 
runaway rocketship. Quite a difference from 
their earlier efforts but well worth seeing. 

A&C meet sandy claws 

Their last film of this type was made in 1955. 
Titled A&C MEET THE MUMMY, it featured a 
live mummy and thieves set against a sandy 
background. Even the mummy was amusing as 
he looked more like someone from the accident 
ward than a Karloff-style mummy. In fact, the 
mummy had some of the funniest scenes! 

JACK & THE BEANSTALK (1952) followed 
the fairy tale closely and featured Buddy Baer as 
the giant. 

Abbott & Costello appeared in their own TV

series for a time and many of their shows used 
routines from their old movies. Bud & Lou often 
found themselves in a haunted house with float- 
ing candles & creaking doors. And with Lou’s 
reaction to fear, it always brought a laugh. 

candied camera 

When the team broke up, Lou Costello ap- 
peared in one film by himself, which few people 
remember today. Released in 1959, it was called 
THE 30 FOOT BRIDE OF CANDY ROCK. It 
was an odd film having to do with Dorothy Pro- 
vine growing to a size of 30 feet! Lou died soon 
after this film and Bud Abbott didn’t do much 
until he agreed to do the t^oice for his own 
character in the Hanna-Barbera TV cartoon 
series. The Abbott & Costello Show. 

Today, Abbott & Costello are enjoying a kind 
of revival. New generations are taking an inter- 
est in their films and several new TV shows are 
bringing A&C to the public’s eye. Film histor- 
ians are quick to recall the classic routine based 
on the baseball gag of Who’s On First. It was 
one of their most original and most remembered 
routines. 

the mirth-makers vs. the 
myth-maker (mary shelley) 

But for us, the lovers of horror & fantasy & 
sci-fi, we’U remember them in their best film of 


all, when they met Chaney c& Lugosi and the 
rest. A&C MEET FRANKENSTEIN may have 
marked the end of the classic monster era to an 
extent but it gave us some great talent in return. 
It was certainly good to see the master, Bela 
Lugosi, looking as proud & evil as ever, playing 
the dreaded Count Dracula once again. While all 
the actors in this were excellent, Lugosi seemed 
to enjoy his role the most. He stood tall & 
erect and commanded complete attention. He 
was a menacing figure indeed! And when he 
hypnotized Lou, he lost npne of the movement 
he employed in his original role some 17 years 
before. And not to be missed was Lou Costelio’s 
imitation of Count Dracula as he tried to explain 
to a baffled Bud Abbott just what happened. 

Wrapping a piece of material around his face, 
Dracula style, Lou goes thru all the motions of 
the fearful vampire, complete with outstretched 
hand! Bud thinks he’s gone crazy& none believe 
his story. But Lou knows! Even the monster 
was fooled. Dracula had control over the mon- 
ster and was able to lead him around. When Lou 
is confronted by the hulking beast, he used the 
Dracula imitation once again and the^onster 
backed off growling, “Yes, master!” At least it 
worked until Lou dropped his cloak and the 
monster saw he was being fooled! 

For the younger readers who haven’t had the 
chance to see Abbott & Costello, it’s stiU possi- 
ble to catch their films on TV. A&C MEET 
FRANKENSTEIN is one that shouldn’t be 
missed!
